Charles IX Hides, chairman of 


Uie Rspublioaa national commit- 
tee, has Issued the following: 


At this time, when the negroes 


throughout the TJnlted States are 
celebratlnf In vnrioui ways tbe 
fiftieth anniversary of the first 
proclamation ot emancipation 
and when the Democratle candi- 
date tor the presidency. Woodrow 
Wilson, Is appealing to tho peo- 
ple ot Ihe western states to sup- 
port him, It is fitting tluvt tbo 
chairman ot ths polltlci.l commit- 
tee organlied to further the cause 
of tbe candidates ol tho Repub- 
lican party for president and vice 
president should cnll attention to 
an expression ot opinion by Qov- 
ornor Wilson at a period In Ills 
career when possibly he nov«r 
drssjned ol being a candidate for 
a political office. 


Thttt expression of opinion was 


made In his capacity ot historian, 
and It adds to the cumulative tes- 
timony that he was until he be- 
came a candidate and that he is 
now un-American In his views of 
public questions and at heart 
contemptuous ot more than one 
ol»»» of American cltliena and 
out of sympathy with their alms, 
their purposes and their beliefs.

Th* School Lunch. 


Sandwiches are the standby for the 


Khool ranch. Variety in the kinds ot 
Dread used In meet desirable. Nearly 
every kind of meat is unable, and there 
are also tbe various pastes made from 
all sorts of scraps and leftovers In tie 
meat line, put through the chopping 
nachlne and seasoned to suit the chil- 
dren's tastes. Cold chicken, roast b«ef, 
lamb, ham and even thin slices of beef- 
steak (wrapped In paraffin paper) kelp 
to add to tl>« variety and are always 
acceptable. It is a good idea to save 
all the paper from the cracker boxes 
and uss it to -wrap tho different articles 
in, so that they do not taste of on« an- 
other. 


A most delicious flUlng for graham 


•andwicbe* is made of cream cheese to 
•which hare been added some chopped 
nut meets, olive* or a wee bit of green 
popper. For another good' filling take 
the yolks of hard boiled eggs, add pep- 
per and salt and a tiny pinch of can? 
powder. Mix to a paste and spread 
rather thick. These imay be Taried by 
n little catsup or sauce ef any kind in- 
stead of tbe carry. 


Hard boiled eggs from which tbe 


yolks bays been removed may be stuff- 
ed •with spinach, seasoned to taste or 
with chopped not meats, cold ham or 
celery dressed with either mayonnaise 
or French dressing. Another way is to 
stuff them with chipped bam mixed 
with a bit of tbe yolk and^ vinegar, pep- 
per and salt, or jast cheese aod mayon- 
naise may be used.

chocolate and an orange. 


Friday.—JSgg sandwiches (made fron 


yolk»), stuffed eggs (using one of the 
filling* suggested previously), chicken 
broth In tho vacuum bottle, cracker 
tarts and an apple. 


Potato Penoaksi. 


For three potatoes weighing about a 


half pound each allow two or three 
egfts, one-half cupfvl of milk, one 
level teaspooafnl of salt and, If neces- 
sary, a very llttie floor. 


Grate the potatoes (raw) in a p»n 


of cold water, let stand a few mlantes, 
then drain, put potatoes with the 
starch that remained at the bottom ol 
tbe pan In a cheesecloth bag, squeeze 
out nil water, then put back the potato 
with tbe other ingredients and fry the 
cakes as you would wheat cakes 10 hoi 
lard.

1'here are nc-vcral gemo tbat com- 
pete tiltli It in beauty, and at least ono 
—tbe ruby—when of rare size outranks 
It in costllnoBa, but none in the -whole 
list equals H in hardness. Tbe baldest 
•tcol cannot equal tbe diamond in tbat 
respect. 


But there are nt least two products 


ot chemical experiment tbat bare 
proved, according to French chemist*, 
to be as bard nil diamonds. These are 
produced from tbe rare metal titanium. 
Ono experimenter, it Is claimed, suc- 
ceeded In preparing titanium in the 
electric furnace. In tbe pure form it 
In much harder than iteel or quartz, 
and when combined with silicon or 
carbon *o as to form a slllclde or bo- 
rldo of titanium It matchea the dia- 
mond itself In'hardness. 


Titnnlutn resembles tin la its chem- 


ical properties, anil it la tbo character- 
istic element In the beautiful red and 
brown crystals of rutl'e. Tbo»e, la the 
shape of needles, are Hometlmea found 
penetrating large white qvurtz crys- 
tals, forming Kerns tbat {lie French 
call "lore's arrows."—Now York Press.
